From the Ivory Tower 

Old 

Two decades ago, an ugly human phen- 
omenon was. taking place in- Nazi Germany. 
Thousands of Jews Were being herded out of 
their homes like cattle, put into trains, and 
lent to Concentration Camps where suffering 
and death awaited them. While 'these souls 
ere being massacred, the western world 
stood by and watched. When the Nazi pro- 
gram began to spread into Czechoslovakia 
d France, the free world decided to take ' 
ion. 

y the end of the second world war. 6 s 
million Jews had lost their lives. No other 
^country, nationality or religious group suf- 
fered as much. 
Why? 

Why did this ancient curse visit the Jewish 
people in a Jand where they had lived so 
securely? 

Today, a similar purge is underway against 
the Jewish people Hvihg in the shadow of the 
Iron Curtain, and again thoughtful people all 
over the world are asking the same , bewilder- 
ing question. • . , 
' Why? 

The history of the Jewish people has not 
been a happy one. Even before the birth of 
Christianity, the Hebrew tribes were assailed 
by the Babylonians, Egyptians, Syrians and 
Romans. During the Spanish Inquisition, 
■ thousands of Jews who had been living peace- 
fully in Spain, were suddenly ordered to 
change their religious views or be burnt as 
heretics. There is scarcely a country where the 
Jews have hot lived and suffered. In America, 
Israel, and tEngland, the Jew has been per- 
Sf:rhitted to live And practice his religion.

Hitler had sought one main objective, and 
this was the complete physical extermination 
of the Jews. This, presumably; is not the 
purpose of the Soviet purge. Some say that it 
is being done to win the support of the Arab 
world. The Nation last week said, that "these 
purges are-. the outer manifestations of the in- 
ner stresses which periodically attack mono- 
lithic political structures". Neither of these 
ideas appear to be very satisfactory. 

Glement Gottwald, Czech president, denies 
that anti-scmitism is not the aim of the com- 
munist society, distinguishing between the 
plain Jew and the, Zionist ("Jewish bour- 
geoise^ nationalists"). This distinction is not » 
very impressive • one, but it docs supply a 
guide to the present situation. 

It is obvious that the communist- domi- 
nated country must function as a force unto 
itself, where the four freedoms do not. exist, 
and the feelings of the individual are forcibly 
directed towards the society itself. Religious 
and nationalistic sentiments arc forbidden, 
.except towards the ruling Stalinists. All sym- 
pathy, sentiment, and energy, must be di- 
rected towards the State and towards none 
else;. 

As such, a Jew who has any feeling for 
■ his national homeland, is a menace to com- 
munism, and the Jew does have a great senti- 
mental attachment to Israel. f 

Today, in Poland, where anti-semitism is 
an old retainer, there are 45,000 Jews; in 
Hungary 155,000; and in Russia, there are 
2,500,000: If these people show any desire to 
see their homeland grow into a land flowing 
with milk and honey, they will be brought to 
"trial". 

Maybe President Gottwald spoke his par- 
ticular brand of truth when he distinguished 
between the plain Jew and the Zionist. How- 
ever, what he fails to understand for seeks 
to ignore), is that there is.no such thing as a 
"plain Jew" as communism would like to have 
him, and the Jew who docs not have some 
feeling for Zion, is hot a Jew.

the greats of the deep, dark past 

In fact, we're going to reminisce 
only about the top performers of 
the last' six or seven years. And 
so, if you recall some talented glad- 
iator who 'thrilled the throngs way, 
way back you probably won't see 
his name in-, this column. That's a 
. Job for some veteran grad. Anyway, 
here we go: 

(Remember when . . . Reggie Sin- 
clair accumulated three goals and 
seven assists in one game against 
University of Montreal Carabins at 
the Forum back in 1948. Thahnlght 
the Redmen romped over U'of M 
16-4 despite' the fact that Les Cera 
bins had already clinched the 
league championship. And Dave 
Hackett, a refugee from Boston, 
who was never anything more than 
a mediocre hockey player, fired 
[ five' goals in the third period to 
astound the multitude. . . . 

Pete Robinson finally got into 
I paydirt for two touchdowns against 
Queen's here at Molson Stadium in 
1050 as the Redmen ripped the 
Gaels 25-6. Robinson, one of the 
great all-time McGill halfbacks, 
spearheaded the Red attack through 
•43 and '50, but this was the only 
day In his career that he managed 

Johnny Feirson's hat trick effort 
s parked the hockey Redmen to a 
spectacular 5-4 victory over Toronto 
that forced a play-off for the title. 
The Redmen trailed 4-1 going into 
the third period that evening, but 



rallied for four, goals in the final 
stanza to conquer - the Blues. . 

George Hale shot the winner with 
a few minutes left and 12,000 fans 
(no, we're not fooling, the place 
was packed) went wild and the 
Forum rafters threatened to cave 
in. . 

Jack Gelineau gave a breath 
taking goallng display that night 
and had It not been for his fan- 
tastic saves in the first and second 
periods/ when the Blues Sent the 
Redmen reeling, the locals never 
would have been able to get back 
In the contest' 

It was Gelineau, Peirson, Sinclair 
and the Hale boys that thrilling 
evening, which produced the most 
exciting hockey' night in history 
for McGill puck fans. 

■Even the fact that the Redmen 
won the play-off against Varsity 
4-1, with Jimmy O'Connor, the 
smooth, shifty centre scoring two 
goals, couldn't erase the memory 
of that, magnificent comeback vic- 
tory by Dave Campbell's boys. By 
the way. that was Campbell's first 
season as coach of the Redmen. He 
failed to win a title after that *45- 
'46 campaign, . -. . 

George Davidon used to pot the 
points with monotonous regularity 
for the cage crew In the MBL and 
the Intercollegiate race In 1947, '48 
and '49. Davidon, a product of 
Montreal Hfgh, became one of the 
finest basketball machines ever to 
function In a Red and. White uni- 
form. He wasn't particularly big, 
but ho had everything else. George 
was a dead-shot, with plenty of 
ball-handllng ability, court sense 
and speed, as well as being a fierce 
competitor. ... 

Geoff Craln passed, "ran, punted 
and quarterbacked the Redmen in 
a blaze of individual glory through 
1851 "and '52 to Join the ranks of 
Red gridiron Immortals. 

That would seem to bring us up- 
to-date. Sure, we've left out many, 
many great moments In • McGlU 
sport. But these were merely some 
of the highlights over the past few 
years. - 

It's pleasant to relive these, ex- 
citing memories, especially when 
the current sport scene doesn't pro- 
duce too much In the way of thrills.

There are three kinds of people 
in our generation who try to 
cover up their muddled thinking 
by Indulging In vague and mean- 
ingless rationalizations ... re- 
garding their faith in God. In 
other words, they do not want to 
believe. They want to be free of 
moral restraints which faith In 
God places upon them. God and 
their kind of living are incom- 
patible. We all know one or two 
such people. 

Others believe they are masters 
of their fate and captains of their 
souls. Why search the Scrip- 
tures? 

The third group of people have 



for all practical purposes given 
up faith in God. To be sure, they 
continue to believe that there Is 
some power In the universe but, 
ironically, it has little or nothing 
to do with their lives. 
. One of the causes of the modern 
tragedy of man Is his loss of per- 
sonal faith in God. Man cannot 
long sustain faith in anything 
without faith in God. H. G. Wells 
came to this inevitable conclu- 
sion: "Religion Is the. first thing 
and the last thing, and until a 
man has found God he begins at 
no beginning and works to no 
end. He may have his partial 
loyalties, 'his scraps of honor, but 
all these things fall into place 
only with God, and life itself 
falls into place only with God." 

This, Dirk,' Is what lifts man 
from ignorance to knowledge, 
from his lower nature to divin- 
ity, from despair to hope. It 
recognizes that "In 
God works for good wl 
who love him." 

After Paul's life was trans- 
formed he was able to say: "I 
can do all things through Christ, 
which strengthened me." 

This is the kind of proposition 

to which we must Irrevocably 
commit ourselves.
